For  the  Commonwealth. 
Early  Recollections. 


The  jailer  and  his  wife  were  both  very 
warm  friends  of  mine,  and  whenever  any  one 
wan  put  in  jail  the  old  lady  would  take  occa~ 
sion  to  give  mean  especial  recommendation 
to  the  high  consideration  of  the  prisoner 
I  )  that  way  I  became  the  counsel  of  a  num- 
ber of  men  charged  with  offenses  against  the 
criminal  laws. 

An  Irishmuti  and  a  Yankee  were  arretted 
in  Covington  for  stealing  the  wearing  appar- 
el of  some  carpenters  out  of  their  shop  whil" 
they  were  at  dinner.  Under  the  advice  of 
my  friend,  the  jailer's  wife,  they  sent  for  me 
after  they  hail  been  committed  by  the  exam- 
ining Court  I  paid  them  a  visit  at  the  jail 
window,  the  old  lady  introducing  me  to  them 
with  remarks  of  high  commendation.  A« 
soon  as  she  left  they  both  commenced  talk- 
ing to  me — each  accusing  the  other  of  hav- 
ing gotten  him  into  theserape.  They  talked 
so  fast  ami  so  abusively  of  each  other  I 
thought  they  would  get  into  a  fight.  The 
Yankee,  a  sharp  featured,  sly  looking  younj. 
man,  said:  "Squire,  this  damned  old  Irisher 
persuaded  me  to  come  to  Covington  with 
him  to  git  a  job  of  work — fur  I  wanted  to  be 
doin'  gometbin'  in  an  honest  way;  and  whin 
we  got  OVejf  I  here,  what  does  be  du  but  steal 
a  bundle  of  clothes,  and  as  we  were  goin' 
back  to  Cincinnati  we  were  taken  up.  He 
asked  me  to  sit  still  in  a  grocery,  where  we 
had  gone  in  (otake  somethin',  while  he  went 
eout  a  bit.  and  when  he  come  back  he  had 
the  clothes,  sa  vin'  they  were  some  he  had  left 
with  a  friend;  and  mow,  squire,  yeou  see 
heow  (his  darned  old  Irisher  got  me  into  this 
scrape.  Oh.  what  will  marmand  Sally  Ann 
say  when  [hey  lam  I  am  in  prison?  'Twill 
go  nigh  on  to  breakin'  their  hearts.  Oh. 
squire,  do  git  me  eout  of  this,  and  I'll  work 
a  hull  year  for  yeou." 

"Its  all  a  lie,  and  so  it  is.  that  ye  bez  tell- 
ing his  honor;  yez  know  it  is,  ye  dirty  spal 
peen.  Sorry  a  day  it  was  that  meself,  Pat 
rick  0  Connaghy,  as  honest  a  lad  as  iver 
come  from  swate  Ireland,  (the  howly  saints 
bless  the  dear  counthry.)  to  see  the  ugly  mug 

of  a  d  d  young  Yankee,  sich  as  yourself 

bad  luck  to  yez.  Yer  honor,  divil  a  bit  of  a 
lie  will  I  tell  now.  I  came  up  the  river  to 
Cincinnati,  and  I  had  been  there  nigh  on  to 
five  days.  My  money  was  all  gone,  and  sor- 
ry a  bit  of  work  was  to  be  had.  I  was  down 
on  the  Cincinnati  wharf,  to  see  if  the  river 
was  rising  any  way,  thai  I  might  get  work 
on  a  stameboat,  when  my  eyes  looked  across 
to  Covington  and  1  bethought  meaelf,  may  be 
its  work  somebody  has  over  there  for  me, 
and  I  went  aboard  the  ferry — ah,  sad  was  it 
lor  me,  Patrick  O'Connaghy, — who  should  1 
meet  but  this  young  thaif  of  ould  clothes; 
an'  Bez  lie  to  me;  'Pat,'  sez  he, 'where  are 
yez  going,  my  friend?'  An'  sez  I,  its  work 
1  am  after  finding.  And  sez  he,  'its  meself 
that's  after  that  same,  an'  spose  we  hunt  a 
job  togither?'  He  looked  like  a  nice  young 
man,  an  I  sez,  its  meself  that's  w  illing.  An' 
so  we  walked  about  an'  axed  for  work  here 
and  there,  and  not  a  ha'peth  w  orth  could  we 
get  to  do.  We  started  back  to  Cincinnati, 
an'  as  we  went  to  the  ferry  there  was  a  car- 
penter shop  jist  fernenst  the  grocery  over 
(here,  an'  as  we  was  going  along,  sez  he  to 
nie,  sez  he,  ye  jist  walk  along,  Patrick, 
whiles  I  go  here  to  me  washwoman's,  to  get 
meclothes  I  did  as  he  tould  me  an'  he  soon 
came  to  me  wid  a  bundle  tied  up  in  his  hand : 
and  sez  he  to  me,  sez  he,  'Paddy,  would  you 
be  after  carryin  me  bundle  while  I  fix  nie 
suspender.'  An'  I,  as  innocent  of  all  harm 
as  the  child  that's  unborn,  took  the  bundle 
i  ito  me  hand,  an'  we  walked  along  towards 
the  ferry, when  jist  as  we  was  goin'  aboard 
a  land  grab  takes  hould  of  me  and  sez,  'ye 
are  me  prisoner.'  An'  sez  I,  'what's  it  for?' 
an'  sez  he,  'lor staling  clothes  it  is;'  and  sez 
I,  'its  this  mon's  clothes  I  have.'  An'  what 
think  ye  the  young  Yankee  rascal  sez? 
Why,  be  jabers,  he  jist  said  it  was  meself  he 
never  had  seen  before  that  blessed  minit. 
But  bednd.  the  man  whose  close  it  was  saw 
him  come  out  of  his  house.  An'  here  I  am, 
by  the  manes  of  this  bloody  Yankee  rascal.'' 

There  was  such  an  air  of  honest  bearing 
about  the  old  fellow,  and  being  A  sort  of  hall 
way  Irishman  myself— my  father  having 
been  born  in  the  blessed  Island — my  sympa- 
thies were  all  for  Paddy. 

I  told  them  1  must  talk  to  them  separate- 
ly, and  made  the  Irishman  go  into  the  other 
room  of  the  jail,  where  I  could  talk  to  him 
by  himself.  He  there  again  repeated  his 
tale,  with  such  apparent  truth  and  honestv 
that  I  believed  every  word  of  it,  and  agreed 
to  defend  him,  though  he  said  of  money  he 
had  not  as  much  as  would  "jingle  on  a  tomb 
stone." 

Circuit  Court  came  on,  and  I  defended 
Paddy  by  telling  to  the  jury  the  plain,  tin 
varnished  story  he  had  told  me  at  the  jail 
and  denouncing  the  Y'ankee  as  the  cunning 
rascal  who  had  gotten  the  old  man  into  the 
scrape  in  the  way  stated.  Paddy  had  combed 
his  hair  down  nicely  on  his  head,  had  on 
clean  clothes,  and  looked  the  picture  of  in- 
jured innocence  to  perfection. 

He  was  acquitted  by  the  jury.  When  the 
Yankee  was  put  on  trial  he  had  no  money 
nor  counsel.  The  Court  assigned  me  to  de- 
fend him.  I  tried  to  get  off,  but  the  Court 
made  the  order  and  1  had  to  obey.  I  did 
my  best  by  trying  to  throw  off  on  Paddy,  but 
the  jury  found  the  Yankee  guilty  and  sent 
him  to  the  penitentiary  for  a  yer.'  While 
the  jury  were  in  the  room  to  which  they 
went  after  dark,  I  walked  out  in  the  Court 
House  yard  by  myiself.  Up  came  Paddy, 
and  showered  his  blessings  on  me,  and  says, 
•'thiok  ye  the  jury  will  acquit  the  young  man. 
Ah  yer  honor,  git  him  off  if  you  can  for  he 
j«  a  nice  young  man    I've  knowed  him  all 


the  way  from  Orleansto  Nashville  by  water, 
and  from  Nashville  to  Cincinnati  by  land, 
and  he's  a  nice  boy." 

"Why,"  says  I  "Paddy,  did  yon  not  tell 
me  you  never  saw  him  until  the  day  you 
went  to  Covington." 

"Ah,  yer  honor,  that  was  a  tale  betwixt  us. 
(Jet  him  off  if  you  can 

That  was  the  last  1  ever  saw  of  Paddy. 
He  was  to  have  done  a  month's  work  for  me, 
but  did  not  set  in

Editor  of  Sentinel : — The  above  letter  was  en- 
closed to  a  gentleman  of  the  first  respectability  iti 
Lexington,  Kentucky,  to  whom  I  referred  Major 
Breckinridge  as  to  my  responsibility,  etc.,  and 
learned  from  him  he  handed  the  letter  in  person 
to  Maj.  Jlreekinridge,  who  read  the  letter  in  his 
presence  and  made  no  reply,  neither  has  he  an- 
swered it.  I  was  prompted  to  ask  the  questions 
propounded  in  the  nboie  letter  from  no  captious 
motives,  but  with  a  sincere  belief  it  was  due  the 
■■itimtry  Maj.  Urcckinridge  should  answer  them, 
particularly  as  his  party  had  thrust  the  questions 
on  the  country.  All  their  speakers ( with  rare  ex- 
ceptions) and  papers  were  making  the  issue  in  the 
canvass,  thatshouid  Lincoln  be  elected,  the  South- 
ern States  ought  to  secede  from  the  Union.  The 
Bell  and  Douglas  speakers  were  constantly  inter- 
rogated to  say,  if  it  was  a  just  cause  of  secession. 
The  Alabama  Legislature,  together  with  other 
State  Legislatures,  had  passed  resolutions  requir- 
ing their  Governors  to  call  State  conventions, 
preparatory  to  secession,  if  a  black  Republican 
was  elected.  Again,  Maj.  Breckinridge's  own 
party  propounded  these  questions  to  Mr.  Douglas 
as  soon  as  he  landed  on  Southern  soil,  and  prom- 
ised the  same  questions  would  be  propounded  to 
Maj.  Breckinridge.  Let  me  ask,  if  under  ull  the 
drcumstances,  he  is  not  bound,  as  an  honorable, 
air  dealing  man  to  answer.  When  I  entered  the 
■anvass,  I  made  the  issue  that  Maj.  Breckinridge 
■ens  unjustly  silent.  My  competitors  replied  I  e 
uad  not  been  asked  the  questions.  I  next  pr<  - 
posed  to  several  Breckinridge  Electors  to  uni.e 
with  me  in  writing  him  and  put  the  question  to 
rest.  This  they  declined  publicly.  Hence,  Col. 
Blake  and  niysolf  wrote  him  and  got  no  reply. 

Double-dealing,  either  in  private  life  or  poli- 
tics, I  never  approved.  This  has  now  become  the 
most  fearfully  important  question  before  the  pub- 
lic, and  while  the  Breckinridge  speakers  and  pa- 
pers are  denouncing  Mr.  Douglas  and  his  party, 
and  the  Bell  party,  calling  us  Union  shriekers. 
submissionists,  etc.,  Major  Breckinridge  is  held  up 
in  a  part  of  the  Union  as  the  best  Union  man  li\  - 
ing,  and  here  and  in  other  parts  of  the  South  he 
is  the  beau  ideal  of  the  disunionists.  Let  me  ask, 
will  the  conservative  portion  of  his  party  allow 
this  double  gatue  to  be  played,  when  there  is  so 
much  at  peril?    Surely  not. 

Shall  I  prove  beyond  all  question  the  double- 
dealing  of  Major  Breckinridge  and  his  leaders  in 
this  most  extraordinary  canvass?  To  me  i'  in  as 
clear  as  a  sunbeam.  Why,  let  me  ask,  do  not  their 
papers  publish  Joo  Lane's  speech,  recenth  deliv- 
ered at  Indianapolis,  Indiana?  You  can't  find  a 
leader  among  them  that  professes  to  I  now  any- 
thing about  it.  It  is  never  alluded  to  by  thorn,  or 
their  papers,  in  this  latitude.  The  reason  is  ob- 
vious; one  position  is  held  in  the  bordcrand  north- 
ern States,  and  another  at  the  South. 

Lane  was  asked  what  if  Lincoln  should  bo  elect- 
ed. "Well,"  he  answered,  "should  he  be  elected 
by  his  sectional  party,  and  on  his  sectional  plat- 
form, wc  must  content  ourselves  with  the  thought 
that  four  years  will  soon  pass."  This  is  going 
for  submission  to  his  election  and  administration, 
whether  ho  violates  our  constitutional  rights  or 
not,  which  is  much  further  than  Mr.  Douglas  has 
gone.  About  this  position  their  loaders  here  are 
as  silent  as  death. 

Again,  hear  him  as  to  protection  in  the  Territo- 
ries: "To  the  charge,  we  favor  n  slave  code,  let 
mo  say  a  few  words.  If  they  who  make  this 
charge  will  read  Mr.  Breckinridge's  letter  of  ac- 
ceptance, thero  they  will  see  clearly  defined  the 
doctrine  of  non-intervention  with  the  subject  of 
slavery  on  the  part  of  Congress.  We  believe 
there  has  already  been  too  much  legislation — yea, 
and  too  much  agitation  on  this  subject."  He 
says  further,  "I  have  battled  and  always  will  bai- 
lie against  any  interference  on  the  part  of  Con- 
gress with  the  subject  of  slavery.  It  is  a  subject 
with  which  Congress  has  nothing  to  do."  Oh!  ye 
southern  men,  who  say,  we  will  have  protection  or 
disunion,  well  may  you  be  silent  as  to  the  speech 
of  your  candidate  for  the  Vice  Presidency,  who 
not  only  repudiates  for  himself,  but  for  Mr.  Breck- 
inridge, the  idea  that  Congress  has  anything  to  do 
with  the  subject  of  slavery!  Where  is  your  t-when 
necessary?"  Ah,  it  is  truly  a  cheat  and  a  hum- 
bug. 

This  pie-bald  party  who  support  Breckinridge 
and  Lane,  hold  no  sentiment  iu  common;  and  hence 
Mr.  Breckinridge  is  made  to  unman  himself,  and 
be  silent  as  the  grave  on  the  most  important  issue 
in  the  canvass.  If  he  answers  either,  the  border 
and  northern  States,  or  the  Southern  secession 
States,  will  be  paralyzed;  hence  the  pad-lock  must 
be  put  on  his  mouth.  "Oh,  shame!  where  is  thy 
blush!" 

The  cry  of  disunion  has  been  raisod  in  the  South, 
if  Lincoln  pbould  bo  elected,  and,  heaven  and 
earth  will  be  moved  to  effect  it  in  such  an  event 
Yet  the  parly  North  and  South  are  now  bringing 
about  Lineolu's  election  with  ull  their  power,  and 
their  leaders  prefer  Lincoln's  election  to  Douglas 
It  has  been  truly  said,  Douglas  was  nominated  to 
beat  Lincoln,  and  Breckinridge  nominated  to  de- 
feat Douglas.  If  this  is  not  so,  why  do  they  run 
Breckinridge  tickets  in  Illinois,  Indiana,  Iowa 
and  other  northern  States,  which  is  only  to  divide 
that  Douglas  may  be  conquered  by  the  Black  Re- 
publicans?

i'hf  Japanese  nt  Men. 

We  make  the  annexed  extracts  from  let- 
ters written  on  board  the  frigate  Niagara,  on 
her  vovage  to  Japan,  with  the  Ambassadors: 
Fbioatk  Niauara  at  Sea,  August  4,  1860. 

We  crossed  the  equator  on  the  :11st  ultimo,  and 
now  find  ourselves  deep  within  the  Gulfof  Ouinea, 
in  Africa,  the  sandy  shores  and  barren  country 
dimly  visible  from  the  deck,  while  the  sea  around 
us  is  of  a  dirty  junk  bottle  greenish  hue,  caused 
by  the  fetid  Hoods  from  the  great  river  Congo, 
whose  wide  mouth  opens  only  a  few  leagues  north 
of  our  present  position  up  the  coau.  Hut  this  is 
not  all,  for  we  find  ourselves,  unfortunately,  with 
only  a  few  scuttles  full  of  coal  on  hand  not  enough  ai. 
lo  lau  the  lolly  kites  to  sleep,  alio,  what  Is  Wfrt*, 
short  ol  waiei,  uud  on  an  allowance  ol  two  quarts 
per  man.  W  e  have  already  enjoyed  these  luxu- 
ries for  four  days,  and  although  Lonaudo,  when: 
we  shall  stop  to  coal  and  water,  is  only  fifty  oi 
sixty  leagues  from  us,  the  chances  are  that  we 
may  remain  culspawing  about  this  horrid  coast  loi 
as  many  weeks,  .-hould  the  winds  slay  locked  up 
in  the  cheeks  of  jKolus,  as  they  arc  at  this  writing. 
Up  to  this  time  we  have  sailed  and  steamed  from 
Porto  Urandc  at  the  rate  of  7.5  knots  per  hour  by 
log.  This  is  u  small  average  certainly,  for  a  full- 
blooded  clipper,  with  a  rnxor  stern,  a  hollow  bow 
and  a  run  as  fine  lis  a  needle,  but  she  remains  dill, 
and  sluggish,  and  by  no  shifting  ol  weights,  thai 
are  practicable  to  move  from  aft  lo  forward,  can  she 
be  brought  to  an  even  keel,  which  is  our  only  hope 
for  getting  out  the  race  horscspced  that  has  been 
claimed  lor  her.  She  was  built  lor  speed,  am. 
evervthing  seems  to  have  beeu  sacrificed  to  gain 
that  end;  but  in  despite  other  huge  bulk  and  ap- 
parent capacity,  she  is  so  filled  up  with  boilers, 
bunkers,  and  engines,  (hat  there  is  no  availabu 
apace  for  hold,  storage,  or  walcr,  and  consequent 
ly  with  only  room  for  tanks  containing  about  30, 
000  gallons— a  considerable  portion  ol  which  is  st 
difficult  to  get  at  that  the  contend  might  almost 
as  well  have  been  left  in  the  Croton  reservoir.  VV 
arc  put  on  on  allowance,  which  is  an  inconvcnicuc 
and  discomfort  in  low  latitudes,  with  a  vertical  sun 
to  parch  one's  mouth — by  no  means  a  pleasant  o 
agreeable  task  lo  dwell  upon.  This  matter,  how 
ever,  of  the  lack  of  water,  might  have  been  rem 
cdied  had  the  ship  been  supplied  with  a  condens- 
ing apparatus  for  reduciug  salt  water  to  Crate 
An  apparatus  of  this  description  could  have  bee. 
prepared  within  ten  days,  at  an  estimated  cost  e 
lour  hundred  dollars — scarcely  the  price  of  th 
Cliquot  and  other  wines  our  Japanese  passenger, 
guzzle  in  the  same  interval.  Had  a  condense, 
been  put  on  board  all  hands  might  have  swam  il 
five  thousand  gallons  of  purely  distilled  watei 
every  day. 

The  Japanese  complain  sadly,  yet  politely 
this  to  thein  serious  deprivation;  for,  although 
they  are  allowed  double  the  quantity  uf  their  ship 
mates,  yet  it  is  not  enough  lor  tneir  en  dies  tea 
drinkings,  rice- boilings,  rinsings,  shavings,  an, 
their   sprinkling   style  of  bathing.    From  th. 
princely  profusion  they  were  treated  in  the  Uniud 
States,  their  belief  in  our  marine   resources  and 
power  to  gratify  them  almost  amounts  to  delusion; 
and  I  feel  satisfied  that,  since  we  have  approaches 
the  shores  ol  Alrica,  were  they  to  call  tor  a  roas 
elephant  or  boiled  lion  lhat  they  would  enteriai. 
no  sort  of  doubt  but  that  those  uaiuues  we>uld  I 
Ulshcd  up  before  them  at  their  Usual  hour  lor  din 
ner.    This  trustful  reliance,  howevei,  itceivea 
gentle  shock  a  lew  days  ago,  when,  with  a  muck 
atmosphere,  the  mercury  high  in  ihe  tube,  a  close 
uess  and  dampness  equal  to  the  Dismal  Swam, 
pervading  the  lower  deck,  Uavoredabovo  by  a  verj 
palpable  aroma  of  musk  of  Niphon,  from  aloft  the 
chief  Kami  modestly  requested  thai  the  entir, 
Embassy,  consisting  of  one  hundred  and  forty-six 
«oi«« — allowing  each  individual  the  proper  compli 
tuent — might  be  furnished  with  a  waiw  fresh  wa- 
ter bath)    It  required  a  high  effort  of  diplomat!, 
dexterity  to  evade  this  requisition;  and  it  was  on 
ly,  I  believe,  by  ottering  mem  the  temporary  us 
of  the  galley  coppers  and  engine  boilers,  in  lie, 
of  better  accommodation,  and  where  the  tempera 
ture  is  usually  at  a  thousand  degrees  or  so,  tha 
they  were  induced,  gracclully  lo  decline.  Uau 
however,  the  offer  been  accepted  with  the  samt 
warmth  with  which  it  was  made,  there  would  noi 
in  all  human  probability,  have  been  a  Niphon  pig 
tail  left  on  board  after  a  few  minutes'  ImuierMo, 
in  those  bathing  tubs  I  have  alluded  lo. 

In  other  respects  the  Japanese  have*bcona. 
busy  as  any  liierary  grubs  could  be  the  widew.orl» 
over.    There  is  never  a  moment,  by  light  of  da^ 
or  I  u.crn,  lhat  those  who  are  not  devoting  the 
enemies  to  chop-sticks  or  pipes  are  not  diligently 
at  ft  oik  with  pencils  and  rice  paper  copying  word; 
out  of  dictionaries,  transcribine;school-nooks,por 
ing  over  drawings,  translating  vocabularies,  mak 
ing  tracings  of  maps,  or  saying  their  lessons  in 
png  -h;  and  all  conducted,  too,  with  a  patienet 
and  studious  attention  united  to  a  downright  nai 
ural  relish  tor  the  acquisition  of  learning  and  in 
formation  that  is  as  remarkable  as  it  istcommend 
able.    Moreover,  in  all  their  varied  pursuits  anu 
occupations,  which  they  have  sedulously  carried 
on  ever  since  leaving  Now  York,  there  is  nojaro, 
discord,  and  they  truly  seem,  so  far  as  we  msj 
judge — and  in  a  position,  too,  and  life  on  shipboar 
rather  calculated  to  try  the  human  temper — to  b 
the  best  naturcd  people  possible  to  imagiuo.

When  not 
engaged  in  the  avocations  I  have  named  he  fill 
up  the  gaps  of  leisure  by  inditing  more  love  lot 
ters  for  the  crinoline  idols  ho  lull  in  America 
Plain  prose,  however,  no  longer  serves  to  ibssuagc 
bis  lender  griefs,  and  he  has  tossed  off  a  sma 
Japanese  poem  in  perpendicular  verse.    As  1  have 
been  supplied  with  a  copy  of  this  production,  trans 
lated  into  horizontal  rhyme,  i  lake  the  liberty 
appending  it,  especially  as  1  teel  confident  tha 
Ihe  young  Niphou  dandy,  in  blue  blotting-paper 
vestments,  has  already  made  several  transcript*  lor 
his  many  sweethearts  at  home,  and  I  thereto 
have  no  hesitation  in  giving  it,  perhaps  inadvance- 
to  the  lady  public^    1  also  enclose  the  original  n 
thc.lapane>e  linge,  which  n<>  doubt 'has  lost  much 
of  its  harmony  by  the  transf  usion  into  the  Anglo 
Saxon  idiom.    The  author  particularly  desires  his 
adorers  lo  have  the  poem  set  to  music  and  sung  tc 
the  tune  of  "Puppet  guca  the  Weasel."

SaxPaci.o  Pe  Loaxdo,  August  12. 
Loanlo  is  one  of  the  Po  tuguese  posses-ions  of 
the  Angola  District,  formei  ly  the  great  slave  mart 
of  nearly  all  the  slave-buying  world,  and  very  re- 
cently the  new  depot  chosen  for  the  supplies 
and  rendezvous  of  our  African  cruisers.  The 
harbor  is  commodious,  with  good  anchorage,  and 


ceived  here  by  our  wwu  and  the  lurcigu  iuen-ul-ffur 
with  tho  salutes  and  courtesies  due  to  their  ambas- 
adorial  rank  :  and,  to  divert  the  humdrum  life  on 
board,  they  have  purchased  a  poll-parrot  and  a 
couple  of  ring-tailed  howling  monkeys,  which  last 
engaging  creatures  disport  themselves  with  rope- 
yarn  attachments  to  their  slim  loins  on  the  ete- 
unt  velvet  carpets  of  the  Kamis'  cabins. 

On  our  arrival  we  fuuud  the  following  ships  of 
our  squadron  "it  port:  The  dag-ship  Constella- 
tion, corvi-tit-  Marion,  and  steamer  Mystic.  The 
steam  gnn-lrt>at  Mohican  has  also  arrived,  with 
he  news  that  on  the  8th  iustant,  at  the  mouth  of 
the  river  Congo,  she  captured  the  American  ship 
Erie,  with  81)6  slaves  on  board,  together  with  ten  1 
if  the  owners  of  those  captives.  The  ship,  in 
iharge  of  a  lieutenant  and  a  passed  midshipman, 
tas  been  sent  lo  Monrovia,  where  the  blacks  are 
o  be  landed.  After  landing  the  blacks  just 
taken  in  the  Erie  she  will  proceed  to  ihe  United 
States. 

I  open  my  letter  to  say  that  the  steam  corvette 
San  Jacinto  arrived  here  yesterday  with  intelli- 
gence that  she  had  captured,  on  the  Sth  instant, 
it  the  mouth  of  tho  Congo  river — the  same  day 
nd  place  whero  the  Eric  was  taken — the  brig 
Storm  King,  with  609  slaves  on  hoard.    This  ves- 
el  sailed  from  New  York  last  April,  and  the cap- 
tain  of  her — Loekhart  by  name — ntaile  no  hesitation 
in/'ormina  the  offieer*  of  the  Son  Jaeinto  that  he 
had  bribed  the  Deputy  Marshal   irith  $1  ,000  to  let 
leftart  from  Sandy  Hook.      The  Storm  King 
has  gone  to  Monrovia  to  land  her  black  freight, 
and  from  thence,  with  her  prisoners,  to  the  United 
"tales. 

We  also  learn  lhal  the  steamer  Sumpter  has  ta- 
ken  a  suspicious  vessel  off  Cubenda  with  $12,000 
u  cosh  on  board. 

It  was  a  singular  coincidence  (we  having  the 
Japaucse  on  board)  to  meet  with  the  Captain 
if  an  American  barque  from  Boston,  at  this 
poit,  who  picked  up  a  number  of  Japanese  at 
en,  and  conveyed  them  back  lo  their  own  shores. 
I'he  event  was  probably  instrumental  in  bringing 
ibowt  our  treaty  with  Japan  with  so  little  trouble 
nd  at  soetirly  a  period. 

'I'he   day   after  our  departure  we   got  into 
ivhat  v, e  supposed  to  be  the  incipient  northeast 
rades,  and,  wishing  to  be  as  economical  as  possi- 
le  W  illi  our  coal,  the  engines  were  stopped,  pro- 
ji  dler  hoisted,  fire  extinguished,  the  huge  tele- 
copic  smoke -slacks  lowered,  and  the  ship  pul 
ludcr  sail.    The  spars  of  the  Niagara  being  tall, 
■ind  the  yards  of  proportionate  length,  she  is  ca- 
pable of  spreading  68,766  square  feet  of  canvas, 
which  would  cover  nearly  \*/.  acres  of  grouud  : 
but  the  wind  not  continuing  lair,  we  were  obliged 
ill* \  or  so  afterwards  lo  again  gel  up  steam,  and 
compelled  to  adhere  to  it  without  intermission  un- 
it we  entered  this  port,  totally  out  of  coal  and 
rater  on  thelilh  inst. 

The  weekly  routine  of  the  ship  is  comprised  in 
going  tu  quarters  morning  and  evening  forinspec- 
.ion.  after  which  a  prayer  is  delivered  by  the 
haplain,  and    on    every  Sabbath  a  sermon  is 
(•reached.    Once  a  week  the  whole  ship's  company 
ere  beat  to  general  quarters,  when  the  magazines 
re  open,  the  powder  boys  busy  in  passing  and  re- 
passing powder-boxes,   the  great  guns  are  cut 
loose  and  worked  by  their  crews,  boarders  are 
•ailed  away,  pikemcu  are  posted  lo  repel  hoard- 
ers, with  marines  stationed  near  them;  the  master 
;.ves  his  ord,  rj  to  put  stoppers  on  such  portion 
,f  the  rigging  as  an  active  imagination  suggosls 
uust  have  been  shot  away;  the  captain  stands 
.pun  the  quarter-deck,  with  his  secretary,  whose 
uly  it  is  to  take  notes  of  the  fight,  and  all  the 
■volutions  of  nu  actual  engagement  at  sea  are 
^one  through — together  with  the  exercise  at  fire 
juartcrs,  when  an  alarm  with  the  ship's  bell  is 
rung,  at  which  sentinels  are  placed  at  the  falls 
«f  each  bout,  so  that  in  an  actual  emergency  there 
ould  be  none  of  the  inhuman  desertion  and  in 
atuous  flight  which  marked  the  sad  catastrophe 

•  f  the  Arctic  a  few  years  ago.    Two  hours  in  the 
aornin^  and  two  in  the  evening  the  hand  practice 
ipon  the  quarter-deck,  during  which  time  the  in 
lomitable  Tommy  may  be  seen  parading  the  deck 
with  sword  drawn,  keeping  time  to  the  music. 

During  these  exercises  the  Ambassadors  are  al 
vays  to  be  seen,  watching  everything  attentively 
n  detail,  smiling  occasionally,  and  evidontly  well 
deased  with  all  tho  surrounding  performances 
;oing  on  in  the  different  pnrts  of  the  ship.  Upon 
ne  occasion  one  of  the  11-inch  guns  was  fired 
vith  a  shell,  aud  the  immense  distance  from  the 
hip  at  which  it  exploded  greatly  astonished  thorn. 
A.l  of  these  manuevres,  which  tend  to  increase  the 
liscipline  of  the  crew  and  the  efficiency  of  the 
-hip,  or  anything  of  a  warlike  character,  never 
ails  to  attract  their  undivided  attention.  I  do 
uot  think  there  ever  were  a  race  of  beings  more 
.ntensely  interested  in  the  use  of  firearms  than 
.hey  are,  and  not  long  ago  they  discovered  that 
hey  had  not  the  one  hundred  muskets  on  board, 
vhich,  they  say.  Capt.  Dupout  promised  to  pur 
base  for  them  in  New  \Tork,  Those  wero  to  have 
ieen  for  their  own  especial  use,  and  now  they 
want  to  know  if  fifty  of  the  one  hundred  present- 
ed to  the  Tycoon  cannot  be  given  to  them .  What 
in  earth  they  intend  to  do  with  them  no  one  can 
ell ;  but  they  arc  greatly  distressed  about  it,  for 
ne  hundred  were  purchased  in  Baltimore,  when 
apt.  Duponl  told  them  he  could  getthc  same  kind 
in  New  York,  and  would  do  so  upon  their  arri 
,al.  Many  arc  constantly  tinkering  at  their 
i-tols,  taking  them  apart  and  putting  them  to 
Mther. 

Most  of  the  Japanose  are  ongaged  during  the 
ay  studying  English;  and,  when  tired  of  this, 
hey  resort  to  the  amusing  and  singular  game 
ailed  "gue,"  meaning  five.  It  is  played  with  a 
uantity  of  black  and  white  beans,  and  i.s  sectn- 
iigly  very  interesting  lo  them,  for  when  one  is 
leeten  a  vocilcrous  laugh  folb-ws  from  the  stir- 

■  uuding  crowd.    Even  the  "No-Kamis"  may  be 
en  playing  this  game  every  evening  and  enjoy- 
ig  it  much.    Then  they  smoke  and  have  theii 
.tile  tea  di  inkings.    At  all  their  meals  they  still 

>ntinue  to  adhere  to  their  "old  fogy"  notions  of 
quailing  and  using  the  chop-sticks,  whilst  the 

•  ther  oneeri  ("Young  America,"  I  may  call 
hem) are  delighted  to  sit  at  a  table  handsomely 
pread  and  use  knives  and  forks.     They  draw 

t>retty  heavy  on  the  liquors  provided,  and  a  few 
lays  ago  it  wos  discovered  they  were  in  the  habit 
if  making  gin  cocktails  in  their  rooms  lato  at 
light— a  practice  that  has  since  beon  forbidden  by 
the  captain.  This  practice  they  have  learned  from 
their  associations  with  the  American  people,  who 
will  ho  accountable  if  ever  tho  sons  of  Niphon 
urn  out  drunkards. 

Not  long  after  we  wore  out,  Ihe  captain  learned 
there  was  a  great  quantity  of  lucifcr  matches 
unong  their  baggage,  and  these  articles  are  strict- 
y  prohibited  on  board.  He  had  an  interview 
aud  told  them  how  dangerous  it  was  to  allow  it,  and 
uade  such  representations  ns  induced  them  to 

■  itch  them  all  overboard  :  but  we  are  not  yet  con- 
vinced they  all  disappeared,  as  mysterious  lights 

"tnctimes  arc  seen  in  some  of  their  rooms,  which 
onstantly  keep  the  sentineU  an  the  alert. 
For  several  days  I  have  noticed  many  of  the 
Japanese  using  their  favorite  and  universal  reme- 
dy for  the  prevention  and  cure  of  disease  by  burn- 
ing with  the,  moxa,  the  finer  woolly  part  of  the 
leavos  of  tho  wormwood,  the  coarser  kind  being 
ased  for  ordinary  tinder.  It  is  procured  by  rub- 
oing  and  beating  flic  leaves  till  the  green  part 
separates,  and  nothing  remains  but  the  wool, 
which  is  sorted  into  Iwo  kinds.  When  applied  it 
is  made  up  in  little  cones,  and  these  being  placed 
on  tho  parts  selected  for  the  operation  are  set  fire 
to  from  the  top:  they  burn  very  slowly,  leaving  a 
scar  or  blister  on  the  skin,  which  sometime  after 
breaks  and  discharges.  The  operation,  I  should 
judge,  is  not  very  painful,  except  when  repeated 
in  the  same  place,  as  it  sometime  is,  or  when  ap- 
plied to  certain  tender  parts.  Our  physicians 
witnessed  some  of  the  operations  with  much  in- 
terest. It  is  said  to  be  very  efficacious  in  pleuri- 
sies, toothacho,  gout,  and  rheumatism.  They  have 
vory  elaborate  treatises  as  to  the  effect  produced 
by  tho  nioxa,  accordiug  to  the  part  to  which  it  is 
applied;  and  its  application  forms  a  science  and 
profession  by  itself.  The  fleshy  pnrts,  especially 
of  the  back,  are  ordinarily  selected;  and  every 
person,  both  young  aud  old.  male  and  female, 
submit  to  tho  operation,  I  am  informed,  ot  least 
once  in  six  months. 

Another  Japanese  invention,  practiced  chiefly 
in  a  violent  attack  of  cholic,  is  u  cupunctnre — that 
is,  sticking  with  a  needle.  According  to  their 
theory,  tho  cholic  is  caused  by  wind,  and  to  let  it 
out  several  small  holes  (nine  being  a  favorite 
number)  are  made  with  needles  prepared  for  the 


We  fuuud  the  flag  ship  Constellation,  Comma  odor 
Inmann;  sloop-of-war  Marion,  Commander  Brent: 
steamer  Mobicau,CommanderGordon;  the  steamer 
Mystic,  Lieut. -Commanding  Le  Roy — officers  and 
crew  all  well.  Next  morning  salutes  were  ex- 
changed, and  seventeeu  guus  were  fired  by  Ihe 
Hag-ship  for  the  Japanese  Embassy.  Afterwards 
the  officers  came  ou  board  the  Niagara  und  were 

presented  to  the  A  lilbii>-:ulol>.  win,  seemed  de- 
li gh ted  at  the  relief  from  the  dull  monotony  they 
had  experienced  during  thirty-six  days  at  sea. 
Whilst  atnnehor  here  they  amuse  themselves  fish- 
iDg  over  the  side  of  tho  ship,  and  on  one  or  two 
occasions  have  been  quite  successful.  On  the  third 
day  aftei  our  arrival  I  hey  expressed  a  desire  to 
visit  the  city,  in  order  to  say  that  they  had  placed 
foot  on  Africa's  sandy  soil.  In  accordance  with 
their  wishes,  they,  with  eight  of  their  officers,  ac- 
companied by  the  captain  and  several  other  offi- 
cers, of  the  ship,  took  leatt  for  s  ramble  through 
the  city.  As  some  of  the  Orientals  had  gone 
ashore  the  day  previous,  and  were  annoyed  a  good 
deal  by  the  blacks,  ten  policemen  as  black  as  the 
nee  of  S|mdes"  were  employed  to  keep  otf  the 
crowd,  but  uotwithstaitding  their  efforts,  by  cut- 
ting right  and  left  with  their  raw  hides,  I  Key  were 
surrounded  by  an  immense  gang  throughout  the 
march.  The  "Japs"  could  scarcely  stand  the  Af- 
rican odor,  and  most  of  them  held  n  little  blue 
handkerchief  to  their  noses  all  the  time.  After 
t  ic  tramp  through  the  principal  streets,  in  sand 
ankle  deep,  and  taking  a  view  of  the  harbor  from 
Fort  San  Miguel,  the  Ambassadors  partook  of  the 
hospitality  tendered  by  the  American  Consul  at 
his  residence,  whero  a  quantity  of  champaigne 
aud  various  other  liquors,  with  biscuit,  cheese, 
tigs,  and  cigars,  were  handed  round,  uud  disposed 
of  in  a  short  time,  for  the  w  hole  party  were  tired, 
hungry  and  thirsty.  Here  they  were  shown  some 
very  large  elephants'  tusks,  one  of  which  they 
pur,  based  for  $:t0 — besides  several  beautiful  leop- 
ard skins. 

The  Ambassadors  have  had  invitations  from  the 
liffereat  captains  of  many  of  these  vessels  to  visit 
their  ships,  but  they  decline  id  ihem  ull.  aud  receiv- 
ed no  visitors  (except  some  of  our  navul  officers). 
They  desire  to  remain  incog.,  aud  assigu  as  a 
reason  that  they  have  no  treaty  with  these  people. 
They  have  purchased  several  monkeys  and  psrrots, 
which  they  keep  in  their  apartments  for  amusement. 
A  purchase  of  one  thousund  oranges  was  mude  for 
them  a  few  days  ago,  and  they  presented  the  fruit  to 
the  crew.  Il  is  a  source  ul  conslaul  worry  with 
them  that  they  arc  not  allowed  to  pay  for  thcit 
own  supplies,  as  money  was  appropriated  by  their 
Government  for  this  purpose.  Several  special 
interviews  bar* been  held  with  the  captain  on  the 
subject,  but  he  will  not  consent  to  their  doing  it, 
assigning  as  a  reason  that  it  would  be  contrary 
lo  the  instructions  of  his  Ooveruuieut.  They  then 
wanted  to  split  the  difference,  and  pay  one- half, 
but  »  Itbout  effect.  They  have,  however,  purchas- 
ed privately  nearly  as  much  every  day  as  tho  stew- 
ard of  their  mess  has  done.  It  might  be  inferred 
from  this  that  they  were  not  provided  for,  but 
they  have  an  abundance  of  everything  at  all 
times.  The  only  question  is  how  lu  get  rid  of 
their  money,  for  I  suppose  they  expect  to  be-  cen- 
sured when  they  arrive  home  for  not  speneling  it. 

Wc  leave  here  on  tho  16th.  You  may  expect 
to  here  from  me  again  at  Mauritius,  possibly  Cape 
Town,  if  it  is  found  necessary  to  stop  there  for  coal 
or  water.

Eighteen  of  the  nineteen  bridges 
across  Peat  and  Read  creeks,  between  Wytho- 
ville  ami  Dublin  Station,  two  miles  west  of 
Newbern,  have  been  washed  away,  making 
a  gap  of  twenty-eight  miles.  The  road  has 
been  built  seven  years,  and  no  freshet  has 
occurred  in  that  region  to  injure  any  of  these 
bridges.
